ORDINANCE NO. 404 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE ESTAB¬ 
LISHING REGULATIONS TO 
PREVENT FIRES AND THE 
DESTRUCTION OF LIFE AND 
PROPERTY IN ANY BRUSH 
COVERED AREA WITHIN SAID 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE; 
FIXING A PENALTY FOR THE 
VIOLATION THEREOF AND 
REPEALING ORDINANCES 
NOS. 293 AND 302 OF SAID 
CITY. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DO 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: That Ordinance 
No. 293 of said City of Sierra 
Madre entitled: “An Ordinance of 
the Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre, California, de¬ 
fining the mountain fire district 
in said City and making regula¬ 
tions to prevent fires and the 
destruction of life and property 
therein and fixing the penalty for 
the violation thereof,” adopted 
July 9, 1925, be and the same is 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2: That Ordinance 
No. 302 of said City of Sierra 
Madre entitled: “An Ordinance 
of the Board of Trustees of the 
City of Sierra Madre, amending 
Ordinance 293 of said City by 
adding *a new Section to said Or¬ 
dinance to be designated as Sec¬ 
tion 4%, prohibiting smoking in 
certain territory described in said 
Ordinance and fixng the penalty 
for the volation thereof,” adopted 
July 22, 1926, be and the same is 
hereby repealed. 

"" SECTION 3: Said City Council 
hereby declares and determines 
that there exists within said City 
of Sierra Madre certain areas 
covered with a heavy growth of 
timber, brush and weeds: that in 
one or more of said areas there 
exists trails extending through 
such areas which are travelled 
and frequented by large numbers 
of people during the dry season 
of the year, and that there is a 
great danger from fires occurring 
fli one or more of such brush 
covered areas unless strict regu¬ 
lations are made and enforced to 
prevent the same. 

SECTION 4: That it shall be 
unlawful for any person to throw 
or place a burning cigarette, 
match, cigar, burning tobacco, 
firecrackers or any lighted sub¬ 
stance, or discharge any fire¬ 
works or other explosive in any 
of such areas described in Sec¬ 
tion 3 hereof, where it may start 
a fire. 

SECTION 5: That is shall be 
unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation between the first day 
of May in any year and the first 
day of January of the next fol¬ 
lowing year to build or start any 
fire for any purpose in any of 
such brush covered areas, except 
inside a house, structure or in an 
incinerator, erected and main¬ 
tained in conformity with law and 
the ordinances of said City, or at 
a place for which a written per¬ 
mit has first been obtained from 
the Fire Marshall of said City so 
to do and which permit shall 
specify the time, place and per¬ 
son for which such permit is is¬ 
sued and also any condition 
of fire, and it shall be unlawful 
for the holder of any such per¬ 
mit to violate tiny of the terms 
and and conditions thereof. 

SECTION 6: That it shall be 
unlawful for any person to smoke 
or light a pipe, cigar or cigar¬ 
ette or smoke in any manner or 
at all between the first day of 
May of any year and the first

SECTION 8: This Ordinance is 
urgently required for the imme¬ 
diate preservation of the public 
health, peace and safety and par¬ 
ticularly for the reason that said 
City of Sierra Madre has no Or¬ 
dinance establishing adequate 
regulations to prevent fire3 and 
the destruction of life and prop¬ 
erty in the areas described in 
Section 3 of this Ordinance and 
therefore the passage of such an 
Ordinance is immediately re¬ 
quired. 

SECTION 9: The City Clerk

and county forest fire regula¬ 
tions. S. B. Snow, Regional For¬ 
ester, states that thi3 is impera¬ 
tive for the personal protection 
of visitors and as a safeguard of 
public property. 

Last year more than 10,000,000 
people visited the forests for out¬ 
door recreation. Nearly half of 
these visitors were campers, pic¬ 
nickers, fishermen, hunters, snow 
sport fans, resort guests and 
summer home permittees. 

Recreation seekers who plan 
camping trips to the national 
forests of California and south¬ 
western Nevada are advised to 
obtain campfire permits, which 
are available, free of charge, from 
all forest supervisors and rang¬ 
ers.
